Where does school 
tax money go? 


(Final of a two-part series.)

Lompoc Unified School D istrict has 18 
schools, 13 of them built since the big 
boom of the late 1950s and early 1960s. 
hi 1959 and 1961 the elecorate ap­ 
proved $5 million in school building 
bonds, but the issue was only a frac­ 
tion of what was finally required to ade­ 
quately house the burgeoning school pop­ 
ulation. 
In effect the state told the local com­ 
munity that if the electorate would bond 
itself to the legal maximum of 10 per 
cent of its assessed valuation, or $5 
million, then state loans would be avail­ 
able to help the cause. To date the 
school district has received about $10 
million in building funds, only part of 
which has been repaid. 
School officials say much of the money 
will never have to be repaid, because 
of the nature of the district. Lompoc 
Unified School District covers 
a vast 
area from Drum Canyon on the east to 
the ocean on the west and literally from 
mountain to mountain on the north and 
south. 
Actually the district boundaries take 
in much more. In between is the grow­ 
ing City of Lompoc, Mission Hills, Van- 
denberg 
Village 
and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base — entities embracing more 
than 50,000 persons. The district has one 
of the state's lowest assessed valuations 
per student. 
County will 
need Lompoc 
Dam water 


County 
Water Agency 
chairman 
Francis II. Beattie, of Lompoc, said 
Tuesday he feels Santa Barbara county 
will need water from the Lompoc Pro­ 
ject and converted sea water, in addi­ 
tion to its growth potential. 
Beattie made his comments after a 
Water Agency board meeting in which 
board members heard Curtis Tunnell, 
of Santa Maria, say he felt the “ entire 
State Water Project is in jeopardy” 
because of the state’s inability 
to 
sell its bonds and “ political problems 
brought on by objections of conserva­ 
tionists and others to the Dos Rios 
Dam,” and integral part of the state 
project. 
Water Agency directors, who also 
are members of the Board of Super­ 
visors, made it clear they have some 
big decisions ahead of them not only 
concerning sate water but also the Lom­ 
poc Project and the m atter of possible 
sea water conversion by nuclear power. 


What it all boils down to, directors 
agreed, is that the county taxpayers 
will be paying 50 cents and more a 
year before long on the county tax 
rate for state water before it is due 
to arrive—with no certainty that it will 
do so. 


Supervisor Joe J. Callahan, of Santa 
Barbara, said the county “ will have a 
million dollars in the program by 1975 
and it might be hard to get it back” if 
the county decides not to go into Phase 
2 and acutally order its quotas. 
Tunnell said if the county doesn’t 
go into the second phase it could try to 
get its investment back by selling its 
water quotas. 


Nixon promises proper 
action on massacres 


Tuesday 
voters 
will be asked to in­ 
crease the interest rate on the balance 
of the $5 million issue from the present 
legal maximum of 5 per cent to 7 per 
cent, in order to make the bonds attrac­ 
tive enough for sale. At present the tight 
money market has stalled the sale of all 
approved 
government 
bonds because 
banks and other lending institutions will 
not buy them at the 5 per cent interest 
rate. Government bonds are presently 
selling in the state for about 6.25 per 
cent interest. 
The legislature and Gov. Reagan have 
approved legislation for the higher rate 
providing the local community will con­ 
cur at the ballot box. A two-thirds, plus 
one vote are needed to raise the rate 
from the present level. 
The sale of the $447,000 will in ef­ 
fect enable the local district to secure 
a state loan already approved for the 
building of a music and arts annex at 
Lompoc Junior High School. It would 
mark the completion of an educational 
m aster plan initiated in the late 1950s. 
Where has money from the $5 mil­ 
lion bond issue and the more than $10 
million in state school building aid gone? 
During a span of about eight years the 
school board used the monies and an ad­ 
ditional $7 million in non-reimbursible 
federal building funds to build Buena 
Vista, Phase I; Clarence Ruth, Phase I; 
Crestview, Phase I, II, III and Iv; Fill- 
more, Phase I; Hapgood, Phase II; La 
Canada, Phase I; La Honda, Phase I; 
La Mesa, Phase I; Loma Vista, Phase 
I; Los Berros, Phase I and II; Los Pad­ 
res, Phase I; Westwings Phase I, II and 
III ; Lompoc Junior High, Phase II, 
III and IV; 
Vandenberg Junior High, 
Phase I, II. Ill and IV; Cabrillo High, 
Phase I and II; Lompoc High, Phase I, 
IIA and IIB; 
The building program also includes 
projects this year including Martha Ne­ 
gus Orthopedic Center, the Central Ad­ 
ministration Building; additions to El 
Camino School, and the rehabilitation of 
portions of old El Camino School; speci­ 
al education facility at Fillm ore; spe­ 
cial eckication facility at La Canada; 
Miguelito and Vandenberg Junior High 
multipurpose building Phase II. 
Miguelito School is presently under 
construction on Olive Avenue, west of V 
Street at a cost in state monies of an 
estim ated $917,846. 
The state has already approved the sum 
of $310,861 as a loan to build the music 
and arts annex, but the community must 
first approve an increase in the statu­ 
tory interest rate from the 5 to 7 per 
cent in order to sell the $447,000 in 
bonds remaining from the $5 million. 
Sale of the bonds would bring the dis­ 
trict once again up to its maximum 
bonding capacity and thus qualify the 
district for the state loan. 
What would happen to the money gain­ 
ed from the sale of the $447,000 in 
unissued bonds0 The money, according 
to school 
officials 
would be applied 
against school building debts incur red by 
the district over the span of eight years. 
In reality the district has spent a $5 mil­ 
lion bond issue in exchange for more 
than $10 in state loans — much of which 
will never be repaid. 
Still remaining are unused portions of 
about $17 million in state approved loans, 
some of which could come to the dis­ 
trict Jn later years for new construc­ 
tion. 
Lompoc is not alone in its trip to the 
polls Tuesday. The community of Goleta 
will go to the polls also. It is believed 
that other districts, especially those in 
the state impacted by m ilitary facilities 
will also seek voter approval for the 
higher interest rate. 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The White 
House today described the alleged Song 
My m assacre of South Vietnamese civil­ 
ians by U.S. troops as “ abhorent to the 
conscience of all the American people.” 
Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said that appropriate action was being 
taken “ to assure that illegal and im­ 
moral 
conduct, 
as alleged, 
be dealt 
with according to the strict rules of the 
m ilitary justice.” 
In the first official 
White House 
comment on the March 16, 1968, inci­ 
dent in which GI’s 
allegedly killed 
scores of Vietnamese men, women and 
children, Ziegler said such action was 
“ in direct 
violation” of U.S. military 
policy. 
In response to reporters’ questions, 
Ziegler said President Nixon was in­ 
formed of the allegations several months 
ago by Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird and has been informed periodical­ 
ly of the progress of investigations. 
Ziegler pointed out that the alleged 
incident occurred 10 months before the

Administration 
came 
into of­ 
fice. 
He 
said the 
reports 
did not reach 
Laird’s attention until last April. “ This 
delay is regrettable,” Ziegler 
said. 
Laird’s predecessor 
Clark M. Clif­ 
ford, said he did not know of the inci­ 
dent before reports of the killings sur­ 
faced recently. 
Ziegler said Laird launched a full in­ 
vestigation as soon as the m atter was 
brought to his attention. He said both 
the investigation and the forthcoming 
trial of a lieutenant specifically accus­ 
ed in the death of 109 persons “ have been 
and will be conducted in strict accord­ 
ance with the code of m ilitary justice.’’ 
Speaking for Nixon, Ziegler said the 
incident “ should not be allowed to re­ 
flect on the some million and a quar­ 
ter young 
Americans who have 
now 
returned to the United States after hav­ 
ing served in Vietnam with great cour­ 
age and distinction.” 
“ An incident such as that alleged in 
this case is in direct violation not onlv 


of U.S. military policy but is also ao- 
horrent to the conscience of all the 
American people.” Ziegler said. 
“ The secretary of the Army is con­ 
tinuing his investigation. Appropriate 
action is and will be taken to assure 
that illegal and immoral conduct, as 
alleged, be dealt with in accordance with 
the strict 
rules of military justice.” 
The

secretary, 
Stanley R. 
Resor, 
was called before both the 
House and 
Senate 
Armed 
Services 
Committees today to tell what he knew 
of the incident as the effects of the al­ 
leged killings created increased prob­ 
lem s for supporters of U.S. 
Vietnam 
policy. 
A Pentagon 
spokesman, 
in reply 
to questions, 
said “ no high Army or 
Defense Department officials in Wash­ 
ington were aware of the alleged Penta­ 
gon and Army officials 
learned of the 
allegations in March and April of this 
year. 
Resor also was asked about a state­ 
ment by House Republican Leader Ger­ 


ald R. Ford that the Army knew about 
the incident a year ago. 
Resor 
said he 
talked to Ford this 
morning. “ He 
said he did not mean 
to imply that the secretary of the Army, 
the chief of staff, the vice chief of 
staff or MACV commander knew about 
it.” 


Resor 
was the Army secretary at 
the time and 
Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland was the head of the Military 
Assistance

in 
Vietnam 
(MACV). 
Resor 
said Ford meant “ that some 
general officer in Vietnam might have 
known about it.”

Senate tackles oil depletion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The oil deple- 
tion allowance, always previously be­ 
yond the reach of tax reform ers, came 
before the Senate today, facing opposite 
proposals. One would cut it further and. 
one would restore 
the chunk already 
slicked from it. 
With most senators eager to leave town 
for Thanksgiving, the Senate leadership 
agreed 
to 
devote 
today’s session to 
oratory and Monday’s to voting. The Sen­ 
ate neared the end of its first week of 
debate on its tax reform bill. In a ma­ 
jor victory for the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion, the Senate apparently decided to 
continue the income tax surcharge for the 
first six months of 1970 —which Pres- 


ldent Nixon sought as the major legis­ 
lative plank in his efforts to control in­ 
flation. 
Also scheduled for debate Monday is 
Sen. Albert G ore’s proposal to hike the 
income tax’s $600 personal exemption 
for every taxpayer and each of his de­ 
pendents to $1,000 over four years. 
Sen. Allen J. ERender, a Democrat 
from oil rich Louisiana, proposed re­ 
storing the oil depletion allowance to 
27.5 per cent, reversing the cut to 23 
per cent imposed by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
He had vigorous support from the com­ 
mittee 
chairman, 
Democratic 
Sen. 
Russell B. Long, his fellow Louislanan 


and an oil millionaire who freely acknow­ 
ledges he personally benedits from the 
depletion allowance. 
Long was defeated in his committee 
last month when he tried to restore the 
allowance to 27.5 per cent.

School officials are preparing a let­ 
ter 
castigating 
Congress and 
the 
administration for the threat to portions 
of federal impacted school aid funds.

The defense said the modifi­ 
cation was “ in effect a reversal 
and a total defeat.” 
Hoffman 
also 
granted 
a 
government 
motion 
Tuesday 
asking him to instruct the jury 
that evidence admitted against 
individual defendants may be 
considered against all seven of 
the men charged with inciting 
riots during the Democratic 
National Convention last year. 
In 
arguing 
against 
the 
motion, defense attorney Wil­ 
liam Kunstler said the riots 
were ‘an instigated police riot’ 
and that the defendants were 
“ trying to protect their lives” 
when they prepared for the 
confrontations. 
Kunstler 
argued 
that 
the 
disruptions were the result of 
an official ‘conspiracy’ to deny 
permits for marches and other 
purposes to antiwar protesters 
who flocked to Chicago during 
the convention. 
The 
judge 
ruled that the 
government had “ adduced en­ 
ough evidence” for a prime 
facie case of conspiracy but 
added that “ a findng of prima 
facie case is not a finding of 
guilt” and the question of guilt 
rests with the jury. 
Most of the Tuesday session 
was taken up by arguments. 
The jury was not present until 
the afternoon when they heard, 
over defense objections, a tape 
recording made by a Naval 
intelligence officer of speeches 
given by three of the defen­ 
dants 
at 
rallies during the 
convention. 
The defense said the tape was 
incomplete and did not reflect 
the true mood of the crowd and 
the rallies but Hoffman ruled it 
admissable. 
In his ailing on the police 
records, Hoffman said he had 
“ balaru^d” the public interest 
of 
the 
police 
against 
the 
defendants’ right to prepare 
their defense. He ordered that 
undercover 
surveillance rec­ 
ords be made available to the 
defense 
as 
long 
as 
the 
policemen 
involved were no 
lbnger 
active in undercover 
work.

“ Even so the treatment was 
still shocking to the conscience 
of a civilized person,” Lewis 
ruled.

ceremony in about two weeks

A young university student 
whose Aid to the Blind welfare 
allotment was ordered cut off 
Sept. 2 by the Board of Super­ 
visors because she was in Scot­ 
land, has won her appeal for 
restoration of the monthly pay­ 
ments. 
It marked the second case that 
the supervisors have 
lost in 
their effort earlier this year to 
remedy 
what several of them 
have termed legal abuses ofthe 
welfare system. 
Earlier, the supervisors re­ 
ceived word from the State De­ 
partment of Social Welfare that 
an elderly Santa Barbara area 
woman was judged eligible to 
continue receiving Old Age As­ 


sistance grants although she has 
temporarily been residing

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Pres­ 
ident Nixon signed legislation 
today to pave the way for the 
start in January of the first 
draft lottery since World War 
II and said he would not be 
satisfied until the draft could be 
eliminated entirely. 
Speaking at a ceremony in 
the 
Roosevelt 
room 
of the 
White House, Nixon said the 
new system would eliminate 
some of the inequities in the 
present Selective Service setup. 
The President announced that 
the first lottery-by-birth date 
would be conducted on Monday. 
This will affect J a n u a r y 
draftees. The quota already has 
been set at 12,500... 3, 
Nixon signed an executive 
order to put the lottery system 
into effect, meaning that by 
1971 
the great bulk of the 
nation’s draftees will be 19- 
year-olds. 
For the first year, all men in 
the 
so-called 
draft 
pool — 
mostly from 19 through 25 — 
will be equally vulnerable. They 
will be drafted by birth dates, 
with those born on the first 
date drawn certain to go, and 
those born on the last date just 
as certain not to be called. 
In 1971, the system will go 
fully into effect and will be 
restricted to 19-year-olds, ex­ 
cept for those who were given 
deferments at 19 and come 


back into the vulnerable area 
after graduation from college 
or otherwise having exhausted 
deferred status. 
Nixon said the new system 
“ does not remove all inequities- 
...but the agony and suspense 
that has hung over our youths 
for seven years has now been 
reduced to one year.” 
“ While 
this 
measure will 
remove 
a 
great number of 
inequities... 
we will not be 
satisfied 
until we can have 
what I advocated during the 
campaign 
—volunteer 
armed 
forces,” he said. 
That, the President said, “ is 
our ultimate goal.” 
The 
legislation signed by 
Nixon 
was simple, 
though 
significant; it removed from 
the 
draft 
law 
a 
provision 
barring 
the President from 
putting a lottery system into 
effect.

The AFL-CIO Social Workers 
Union, 
Local 535, announced 
late Tuesday it will hold an 
“ informational picket line” at 
the 
County 
Administration 
Building in Santa Barbara at 
noon today protesting a “ low 
salary 
increase” granted to 
Welfare Department eligibility 
workers by the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday. 
The union, which led the first 
employe walkout in county gov­ 
ernment history in June, I 066, 
said that the supervisors’ ac­ 
tion in refusing to grant some 
90 eligibility workers higher 
pay boosts, effective Jan. 1, 
1970, has caused “ morale to 
sink to an all-time low” in the 
department. 
Union officials had asked the 


supervisors to grant a 7'/2 per 
cent increase to the eligibility 
workers who they said are re­ 
ceiving lower pay in some in­ 
stances than clerks who serve 
them. 
Supervisors granted boosts to 
more than 2,000 county em­ 
ployes Monday, with a majori­ 
ty of workers getting 5 per 
cent increases and some 10per 
cent.

Lagomarsino said he would be 
in Washington, D.C. this week 
and that he plans to discuss pro­ 
posals to place federal lands in 
the channel into an oil sanctu­ 
ary with Congressman Charles 
M. Teague (P-Ojai) and U.S.

The Senator said one of the 
pending proposals, introduced 
by senators Cranston, Murphy, 
Muskie and Nelson, would pro­ 
hibit further oil and gas leas­ 
ing on the Outer Continental 


Shelf seaward of California’s 
oil sanctuaries, such as the San­ 
ta Barbara sanctuary. 
The bill would permit the 
state of California todetermine 
whether future leasing in the 
area would be permitted. 
"While this legislation would 
not solve the problem of exist­ 
ing oil leases, it could be of 
great help in the future,” Lago­ 
marsino said. 
There are now seven ma­ 
rine (oil) sanctuaries account- 
entire 
California 
coastline. 
Only off of the Santa Barbara 
sanctuary 
are 
there federal 
leasing operations. 
Lagomarsino 
said he would 
also discuss with the national 
legislators the status of their 
legislation to end oil drilling in 
the channel.

NEW YORK—(N EA )—Al­ 
most 30 y e a r s ago P eter 
Townsend helped save the 
world. He still thinks it was 
w orth the effort, but like so 
m any of today’s y o u n g 
people, if he has a choice he 
prefers love. 
"The world is still in a bit 
of a m ess,” the form er Royal 
Air Force group captain and 
one-time suitor of Princess 
M argaret adm itted 
as 
he 
sipped tea in his hotel room, 
"but 1 hate to think of what 
it would be like if we hadn’t 
succeeded in doing what we 
did.” 
W’hat 
Townsend 
and 
a 
handful of f e l l o w British 
pilots did was turn back the 
dreaded G erm an air force, 
the Luftwaffe—although out­ 
num bered four to one—in the 
Battle of Britain, 
Winston 
Churchill said that never in 
history had so m any owed 
so much to so few and Town­ 
send. 
a l t h o u g h 
modest 
enough, agrees. 
"The destiny of the world 
was in the balance during 
the b attle,” Townsend re ­ 
m em bered, f i n g e r i n g his 
spoon. "W'e were engaged in 
a crusade against an evil 
thing, but that was so long 
ago. When I was a young m an 
going off to w ar, they hadn’t 
even invented protest.” 
Diversion 
of gas tax 
unsound 


I'he Director of Highways 
and Transportation for the Cali­ 
fornia State Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Les Sanders, said that 
diversion of gasoline tax reven­ 
ues f o r other than highway use is 
both wrong and unsound. 
In a speech before the Board 
of D irectors of the Morgan Hill 
Chamber of Commerce Sanders 
stressed 
that diversion pre­ 
vents the continued develop­ 
ment and maintenance of good 
roads. He said that any large 
diversion would have crippling 
effects on the state and national 
economy by frustrating long- 
range planning, increasing fat^ 
alaties, reducing tourist trade 
and 
adversely 
affecting 
the 
working-class family because of 
their dependency on econom­ 
ical highway transportation. 
Sanders outlined the State 
Chamber’s active support of 
Article XXVI of the State Con­ 
stitution since its adoption in 
1938 stating 
"Diversion 
is 
actually an unfair tax measure 
oecause motor fuel taxes are 
paid by the vehicle owner in pro­ 
portion to his use of the high­ 
ways. The extent of his use 
is one of the measures of the tax 
or "toll” he should be required 
to contribute to the construction 
and maintenance bill. On the 
other hand, it is not a fair yard­ 
stick by which to measure a 
citizen’s contribution to the ex­ 
penses of general government.” 


Now in his 50s and living 
in France with his second 
wife and what he calls "m y 
sm all fam ily” (he has two 
grown 
sons 
in 
England), 


Townsend has never been 
able to get too far aw ay 
from W o r l d W a r II. The 
Battle of B ritain m ade him 
famous and a film by the 
sam e nam e has brought him 
back into the public eye. 
" I ’m officially known as a 
spokesm an 
for 
the 
film .” 
Townsend s m i l e d , easing 
back in his chair. "W hich I 
suppose is type casting. The 
picture m akes a statem ent: 
‘This is w ar. This is w hat it 
was like.’ It does nothing to 
glorify w ar and in that sense 
it’s som ething of an antiw ar 
picture.” 
Having c o m e close to 
death him self (he was shot 
down twice I and having lived 
through a w ar that took the 
lives of so m a n y of his 
friends. Townsend has come 
to adm ire the m ost nonvio­ 
lent soldier of recent history, 
Gandhi. 
"I went to w ar because our 
enem ies boasted that they’d 
elim inate us as a people.” 
Townsend recalled. " It was 
to have been the first step in 
elim inating m uch of m an­ 
kind. My cause was clear. 


"B ut as I travel through 
the United States I see young 
people protesting ai}d__dem^

colleges. 
“ Up until that time it wasn’t 
even my choice,” said Gaither. 
“ 1 was bound by an unwritten 
rule to play only colored teams. 
I wanted the other, but I didn’t 
push. So when the board of 
regents finally agreed to it, 
they gave me the go-ahead.” 
“ I have no reluctance about 
scheduling a white team. Not 
after Tampa,” he said. 
In preparing for the game, 
the racial aspect was played 
down 
by both Gaither 
and 
Tampa 
coach 
Fran 
Curcl. 
“ We’re not emphasizing the 
racial issue at all. Color is not 
a factor.” Gaither said.

Nicklaus’s w e i g h t loss, 
however, is c o m p a r a b l e . 
Shortly afterwards in New 
York, a pretty black-haired 
secretary saw a picture of 
the New Nicklaus in a filing 
tray. 
OohP* 
she 
exclaimed. 
“ Who is that man? Is he 
good-looking! W ow!” 
Now, sporting fans, how 
long has it been since you 
heard 
someone 
say 
that 
about Jack Nicklaus? 
Fat always has been a 
problem for the athlete. A 
first-rate fisherman named 
Johnny Alee in Carbon, N.C., 
is reputed to have weighed 
1,132 pounds in 1887 when he 
fell through the floor of his 
log 
cabin 
and 
ended 
his 
career. 
Sherman Plunkett, an all­ 
league tackle, was dropped 
by the New York Jets a few 
years ago when he showed 
up weighing more than his 
usual 300 pounds. 
Slightly less tragic than

Fellows like Frank 
Beard 
said Nicklaus would never 
again be golf’s big stick.

Nicklaus rolled in a five-foot

people from military institu­ 
tions are all up in arms over 
a silly football game? It’s 
ridiculous, and so typical of 
the hypocrisy in this coun­ 
try.” 
Despite the Committee’s 
indifference, 
102,000 people 
w.ll still jam Kennedy Sta­ 
dium to witness, this 70th 
game between these service 
academies. On the surface, 
at least, it would seem noth­ 
ing has been .changed. But 
the war in Vietnam and the 
resultant fallout, it seems, 
have cast a bigger cloud 
over service academy foot­ 
ball than anyone cares to 
admit. 


“ It's no secret the war has 
hurt our recruiting," says 
Rick F o r z a n o , the Navy 
coach. “ Right now. I ’d have 
to sav that football at the 
Naval Academy is at its low ­

history.

spirit is here, all right, and 
the dedication is here, but 
we just don’t have the ath­ 
letes. A lot of kids that we 
went after simply used the 
war as an e x c u s e not to 
come to the academy. 
“ But I'm an optimist and I 
sense the climate changing 
I think these antiwar and 
anti-American feelings are 
on the way out. In fact. I ’m 
look.ng forward to recruit­ 
ing this year, b e c a u s e I 
think it’s going to be a lot 
easier than it was the last 
c o u p l e of years. If I ’m 
wrong, then the time may 
not be too far away when 
somebojy is going to have to 
sit down and re-evaluate the 
entire athletic urograms at 
the service academies 
“ We can’t be expected to 
c o m p e t e with the Penn 
States and the Ohio States 
on football fields when we 
can’t compete with them in 
recruiting. 
W e’ll get kids, 
sure, but we need athletes. 
When a kid comes to a serv­ 
ice academy, he’s going to 
have four tough years and 
then face a five-year com­ 
mitment to the military and 
not too many blue-chip pros­ 


pects, as they say, are will­ 
ing to make the sacrifices. 
They’d rather go to a major 
college, then go into the pros 
and make the big money.

Last year its activities 
were reduced to a two-week 
state fair which held its own 
financially. 


Dennis Babson, a Palo Alto 
real estate developer and the 
executive committee’s man in

of

private 
investors for the project, said 
broken up parcels of the site 
could be used for a golf course 
or other attractions. 


Two of the executive com­ 
m ittee’s 
subcommittees met 
behind closed doors Thursday 
to discuss the new sale policy 
and possibilities of selling the 
site. 


The new sale policy then was 
approved 
Friday on a voice 
vote with no opposition.

Protection 
against 
credit file 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-If 
Sen. William Proxm ire’s infor­ 
mation is correct, a credit 
bureau has a file on you. 
Proxm ire, D-Wis., told the 
Senate Thursday there are 2200 
credit bureaus in the country 
and they have files on 110 
million Americans —“ almost 
every adult in A m erica,” he 
said. 
With little debate, the Senate 
passed unanimously Proxm ires 
bill to protect these 110 million 
Am ericans from being damaged 
by inaccurate information about 
them in these files. 
The bill, which goes to the 
House, would allow people to 
look into the files on their bill- 
paying 
habits. Credit 
rating 
agencies would be required to 
expunge 
from 
their 
files 
information more than seven 
years old —so that a person 
who changed his bad habits 
would not be penalized forever. 
Among 
other, things, 
the 
legislation provides: 
—A person must be told when 
an investigation into his person­ 
al life or affairs is undertaken. 
—Credit files must be kept 
confidential 
and can not be 
given to a government agency 
without a court order. 
—Agencies must upon request 
disclose 
to 
consum ers the 
nature and substance of all 
information in their files about 
him. In such instances, the 
consum er can be accompanied 
by one person of his choosing. 
-If the consumer challenges 
information 
about 
him, 
the 
agency must reinvestigate. 
—Agencies must keep infor­ 
mation 
up 
to 
date. 
For 
example, 
if 
it records 
a 
person’s a rre st, it must find out 
whether charges were subse­ 
quently dropped. 
—Businesses which reject a 
request for credit, insurance or 
employment on the basis of a 
credit 
report 
must, 
upon 
w ritten request, 
advise 
the 
consum er. 
-C onsum ers can bring civil 
suits to enforce compliance. 
Damages of up to $1,000 plus 
attorney’s fees can be collected. 
-Anyone who gets informa­ 
tion from a credit agency under 
false pretenses can be fined up 
to $5,000 or jailed one year. 
Proxm ire said it was “ the 
biggest consumer victory this 
y ear.” Sen. Wallace F. Bennett, 
R-Utah, said “ the need for it 
has been greatly exaggerated.

the human biological clock goes

Project Pegasus —named after 
the 
winged 
horse of Greek 
mythology 
—1which 
hopes 
to 
discover what physical changes 
occur when international trave­ 
lers jet across the ocean. 
“ Our intent is to see how a 
man’s ability to make decisions 
is affected, and what causes the 
desynchronized 
biological 
clock,” said Dr. George Chris­ 
tie. 
“ It’s 
a 
serious scientific 
study. Every day, thousands of 
people 
cross 
the Atlantic. 
Businessmen fly from London 
to 
New York 
for important 
conferences.” 
C hristie is medical director 
for the British subsidary of 
Syntex Pharm aceuticals, a Palo 
Alto 
firm 
which 
is 
co­ 
sponsoring 
Project 
Pegasus 
with Trans World A irlines. 
C hristie 
pointed 
out 
the 
significance the study might 
have on international politics, 
with diplomats constantly flying 
from one side of the world to 
the 
other 
to 
make 
vital 
decisions. 


The abrupt time changes that 
result from jet travel disrupt 
lydily 
functions 
and 
some 
tunes cause erratic behavior, 
C hristie explained. 
He said a theory had been 
advanced that form er Soviet 
P rem ier Nikita Khrushchev’s 
shoe-pounding outburst at the 
United Nations was an example 
of this effect. 
The 14 Pegasus volunteers —

“ Basically, we didn’t really 
want to sleep,” she said. “ We 
w ere very tired but our bodies 
w eren’t tuned in to the time, 
and didn’t want to sleep.” 
The next morning they were 
fine, “ but by evening we all 
looked like we’d been done over 
with rubber truncheons,” said 
Dr. John Daly of Charing Cross 
Hospital Medical School, who is 
both 
a 
subject 
and 
an 
experim enter in the project. 
Daly 
and 
the 
others are 
undergoing tests at least six 
tim es a day, including blood 
p ressure, 
urine, 
respiration 
electroencephalograph, 
pulse 
rate, reaction tim e, decision 
tim e and vigilance. 
Four of the group are tested 
all night with an EEG which 
m easures 
brain 
activity 
to 
determ ine what changes take 
place in their sleep and dream 
patterns. 
After the Palo Alto tests, the 
group will fly back to London 
for seven m ore days of tests.

If nations were given marks for diplomatic good behavior, 
both the United States and Soviet Union would be taking home A’s 
for their performances at the opening of the strategic arms 
limitation talks. 
For a refreshing change, a major international conference 
has begun without prolonged wrangling over the shape of the 
table, who sits where and whose order of business takes pre­ 
cedence. 
Not that the cordiality in Helsinki is to be taken as a sign 
that these negotiations, toward which the world’s two super­ 
powers have been maneuvering for years, will be smooth or 
agreement rapid. These are only talks on talks as yet, laying 
out an agenda and ground rules for the serious bargaining to 


begin aiFer the first of the year. This could well go on for years, 
with each side supercautiously weighing every move toward 
the goal — a halt to the economically ruinous nuclear arms race 
— against the dangers of a potentially disastrous surrender of 
national security. 
But at least in getting down to their deadly serious business, 
the American and Soviet delegations have sensibly dispensed 
with the insults and polemics which have been such a dreary 
fixture of East-West confrontations for a quarter of a century. 
If Helsinki is any example of the advantages of lowered voices, 
it is that much more regrettable that the home front, to which 
President Nixon addressed his inaugural admonition, has yet 
to follow suit.

“Get a horse!’’ may have been a big joke back when the 
auto was making its sputtering challenge for control 
of 
the roads 
but a half century and more since the horseless 
carriage’s apparently total victory more and more Americans 
are now doing exactly that. 
We have the Department of Agriculture’s word for it that 
there has been a significant upswing in the nation’s horse 
population in recent years — adoubling, infact, to an estimated 
seven million in the last six years alone. 
This is, of course, still a far cry from the something like 
27 million on American streets and farms back in the peak 
year for horses, 1918. After that, the decline was rapid. As 
the internal combustion engine took over transportation and field 
chores, man’s age-old power source became not only inef­ 
ficient but eventually almost a luxury. 
Ironically, this is the reason for the comeback in the

affluent ’60s. With more money and more leisure time, more 
Americans are indulging in horsey pastimes. 
Horse racing, for example, already rates as the country’s 
No. 1 spectator sport with 63 million fans passing through 
the turnstiles of 230 
tracks last year. The race horse popu­ 
lation alone is growing at a 15 per cent annual rate. 


Trail riding, according to the Agriculture Department the fast­ 
est growing activity of all, and rodeos are also drawing more 
people and horses. Horse shows are on the increase, with some 
500 major events now scheduled annually. 


For real class, there are fox hunting — more than 100 hunt 
clubs already and still growing — and (hear this Prince Philip) 
polo — 94 clubs currently, up 50 per cent in the last decade. 
Technological progress may have lead the horse to the point 
of extinction, but it couldn’t quite make him go.

Will Congress, now that it has success­ 
fully blocked a major move by a presi­ 
dent of the United Stats and brought to 
a halt the progress and promotion of a 
federal judge, tuck away the ethical rule 
which it used to make this democratic 
decision? Or will Congress now apply 
that rule to itself and seek to weed from 
within its own ranks those which no 
doubt have reaped considerable benefits 
from conflict of interests— most likely 
at the expense of overburdened tax­ 
payers? 


Percy and several other senators— 
a minority— are campaigning to have 
Congress apply the same code-provid- 
ing a list of financial holdings to legis­ 
lators and not only to judges and govern­ 
ment administrators. 
This is something that elected officials 
have been careful not to do for quite 
some time. 


“ . . .the zeal of Congress to disclose 
private holdings and thereby prevent a 
conflict of interest in the executive and 
judicial branches does not extend to it­ 
self,” Percy has said. 
The Senator, a millionaire before he 
went into politics, has placed his own 
holdings in a “ blind trust” for as long 
as he is in public life. This will prevent

him having control or even knowledge 
of the state of his holdings. 


By the time this is read the senate 
is supposed to have voted on whether 
or not to extend the “ temporary” in­ 
come tax surcharge a while longer. 
It is not likely to be dropped. 
The surcharge, which is already in 
its first extension, was added to increase 
needed federal revenue. In the mean­ 
time, legislaors have increased expen­ 
ditures— such as their own salaries by 
as much as 40 per cent. It only stands 
to reason that to drop the tax surcharge 
would necessitate lowering certain ex­ 
penditures.

Since the legislators voted for in­ 
creases in their own salaries and those 
of many of their administrative assist­ 
ants, the load of mail from taxpayers 
complaining about the increase is so great 
most congressmen have hired 
more 
employes just to handle the mail.

taken 
television 20 years 
to reach the landmark it passed in the 
middle of this month-its first imagina­ 
tively conceived, carefully designed ef. 
fort to use its heralded potential as an 
educator of children. 
Along the way it has worn out most 
comics, perfected canned laughter to 
district attention from their threadbare 
materials, killed the great days of live 
serious music that enriched radio, made 
and unmade hundreds of politicians, soak­ 
ed 
up 35 years' worth of old Holly­ 
wood movies, drastically 
shortened 
the life span of nearly every kind of 
rewarding entertainment. 
Of 
course, tele­ 
vision 
has had its 
own great days. It 
took up to the moon 
and to the neighbor­ 
hood of Mars. It has 
shown 
us people, 
great and small, the 
innter reaches 
of 
great buildings, the 
sweep and color of 
the world’s fascinat­ 
ing places. 
It has brought history inside 
the 
house almost as quickly as it is made, 
although dismayingly often though a lens 
and microphone that seem too acutely 
tuned to angry voices and moments of 
trouble. 
All this time, it has been educating 
children whether it was trying to or not. 
The average American child watches 
television in his preschool years for as 
many hours as he will spend in school 
during his five elementary grades. 
It is now a commonplace of science 
that two-thirds of a person’s intelleo 
tual development occurs before he en­ 
ters school (and much of the rest by 
the time he is eight years old). So 
those early years are crucial. 
To reach this nation’s 12 million 
preschool age-children, stimulate their 
growth and prepare them for their for­ 
mal schooling later, a truly experi­ 
mental 
26-week series of hour-long, 
daily television shows have been put 
together by the Children’s Television 
Workshop, an arm of National Educat­ 
ional Television. 
You will read, correctly, that these 
programs copy much from bigtime tele­ 
vision commercials, since it was dis- 
covered long ago that kids pay more 
attention to them than almost anything 
they could watch. But that just scratch­ 
es the surface. 
Under the guidance of the workshop’s 
executive director, Mrs. Joan Cooney, 
the series—called Sesame Street-must 
go down as one of the most exhaustively 
researched and tested undertakings in 
education of any sort. 
Upwards of 80 specialists-educators, 
advertisers, 
film-makers, 
television 
programmers, psychologists, psychiat­ 
rists, writers of children’s books, etc.— 
took a hand in breaking 
ground to get 
at the tough problem of preparing pro- 
school youngsters, especially those in 
deprived 
circulstances, 
for 
regular 
schooling and for life itself. 
The specialists fretted endlessly over 
how to attract the kids’ attention, how to 
get it back if they lose it, how to 
drill home basic instruction in numbers, 
letters, ideas like “ more-less,’’ reason­ 
ing skills, what the countryside 
and 
animals are like, a thousand and one 
things and ideas that like a developing 
child to his world and the people around 
him. 
These experts knew they had to be 
fenny indifferent ways, quick-moving to 
keep attention, richly varied in topics 
and techniques (cartoons, puppets, real 
people, singing jingles and the like to 
carry the story). Repetition, a staple 
to advertising, is big in this, too. 
The whole thing will cost $8 million, 
provided by two private foundations and 


‘several federal agencies, including the 
U.S. Office of Education, which played a 
substantial role. To start real school­ 
ing at age four, as some suggest, would 
cost nearly $3 billion yearly. 
Some 175 educational television sta- 
tions will carry Sesame Street to young­ 


sters in more than 40 states. If the 
mothers get those kids in front of that 
screen regularly and this thing works, 
then perceptive historians may remem­ 
ber mid-November of 1969 far more for 
this breakthrough than for the headline- 
grabbing Vietnam moratorium.

Treasures freedom 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
A year after Russian troops occupied 
Czechoslovakia 
to crush the nation’s 
march toward greater freedom, the mem­ 
ory of Moscow's brutal invasion is al­ 
ready fading in the West but for some of 
the 50,000 Czechoslovak refugees it re­ 
mains a grim reality. 
Many still languish in the camps of 
neighboring Austria where the majority 
of the refugees first 
go. They need help 
^ 
—food, clothing, shel­ 
ter and, above all, 
advice on obtaining 
asylum elsewhere in 
the free world. 
Jan 
Vacek 
(he 
changed his name to 
protect his parents 
who a r e still in 
Czechoslovakia) 
is 
one of the lucky excapees. With the help 
of the International Rescue Committee 
he, his wife and infant son finally man­ 
aged to reach the United States. 
“ I was searching for a free world and 
a better future, and I found it in Amer­ 
ica,’’ he told his writer. 
Jan Vacek, 26, was in many re­ 
spects a successful man in the Marxist- 
Leninist dictatorship. A brilliant stu­ 
dent, he attended the University of Brno, 
where he received a Ph.D. in philo­ 
logy. 
Like most young Czechoslovaks, Jan 
was happy with the growing relaxation 
of the Communist oppression and terror 
under the more liberal regime of Alex­ 
ander Dubcek. His future seemed assur­ 
ed when he was appointed in 1967 to 
the faculty of a leading foreign language 
school. The son of a humble shoemaker 
was going to be a professor. 
Perhaps, Jan thought, there was some­ 
thing to Dubcek’s claim that communism 
could have “ a human face.” 
But in the early hours of Aug. 21, 
1968, Russian tanks and troops, sup­ 
ported by forces from “ fraternal” Red 
countries, invaded Czechoslovakia. They 
seemed to be everywhere. The people 
were at first frightened and then angry. 
At six a.m. Jan and his pregnant 
wife drove to the University of Brno 
where 
students and professors were 
erecting barricades to prevent a Rus­ 
sian take-over. 
It was a pathetic protest. One cannot 
resist tanks and machine guns with bare 
hands or with rocks and bricks while 
the free world remains passive. 
Nevertheless, the students displayed 
signs and posters which demanded an 
immediate Soviet withdrawal. Then they 
started to march through the streets. 
“ It was a spontaneous protest,” Jan 
said, “ i talked with many of the invad­ 
ing troops. The Russians — many of 
them teenagers — did not even know they 
were in Czechoslovakia. They had been 
led to believe that they were taking 
part in military maneuvers — not a new 
thing for them.” 
Some Russian soldiers cried from 
shame when they realized what was hap­ 
pening. 
The rest is another ugly chapter in re­ 
cent history. Dubcek, the man who naive­ 
ly belfeved that he could humanize com­ 


munism, was kidnaped by the Russian 
secret police (KGB) which descended on 
Prague after the invasion. He returned 
from his Soviet captivity broken in spir­ 
it. 


It did not take long for Jan to realize 
that 
all 
hope of freedom in Czecho­ 
slovakia was dead. He could have con­ 
tinued to live comfortably had he agreed 
to submit to the terror of the KGB. 
“ But what is survival without freedom?” 
he asked. 
After months of careful planning, he 
escaped with his wife and son to Vien­ 
na where he knocked on the door of the 
International Rescue Committee, the pri­ 
vate U.S. agency dedicated to helping 
refugees from totalitarian tyrannv. 


Now Jan is one of 30 Czechoslovak 
refugees who found work with the West- 
inghouse Electric Co. in Jersey City. 
He lives in the poorer section of the 
town. 


“ But it is clean and has trees and 
the neighbors, like most Americans, are 
kind and friendly.” 
However, it is his freedom that Jan 
enjoys most. “ My future and my family’s 
is here in America,” he said. “ I would 
rather be dead than live under the Com­ 
munist tyranny.”
